.Vu ituliau prolebsor bus made some 
very agreeable medicinal researches, re- 
salting in the discovery lliul vegetable 
perfumes exercise a positivoiy buultht'ul 
influence on the atmosphere, converting 
its oxygen into ozone, aud thus increas- 
ing its oxidiising iutiucuces. The t« 
•euccs found to de\eli)p the larj^eal 
quoutity of oicono are tlioso <jt liie cher- 
ry, laurel, clover, laveiuler, mini, juni- 
per, fennel and bergamot ; those thai 
giv« it Lu smaller quautitiea are imioe, 
nutmeg aud thyme. The flowers ot the 
uareissus, mignonette, heliotrope aud 
lily of the valley develop ozone iu close 
vessels. Flowers destitute of perfume 
do not develop it, and those which have 
^ight perfume develop it in small quuu- 
■ utie'si ' Eeasohing from these facts, the 
professor recommends tlie i-iiltivatiou of 
flowers in mashy districts, and in all 
places iufested with uuimal emanutious. 
The inhabitants of such regions bLouU!, 
he says, surround their houses with beds 
of the most odorous tlowers.

The Sydney Heraiii of July Mth 
says: The C'liine.se oill contains eight- 
een eluuae.s. The main provisions arc 
that every vessel aniving hern wiih 
Chinese passengers may be quurantini-<i 
for twenty-one dfty.s. The nia:>ter of 
every such ve.ssel shall, on arrival, de 
liver to, the collector of customs a list 
with fall particulars respecting his Chi- 
nese passengers, under a penalty ef 
i.'200. iS'o vessel is allowed to bring 
Chinese in greater proportion than one 
to every one liuudred tons of her regis- 
ler, and every Chinese is to pay a poll 
lax of .£'10. C'Linese who are liritisli 
snbject.s are to be exempted from the 
ojieration of the Act. No Chinese is 
to be allowed to acquire or hold real 
))ro])tn ty unless he is a British subject 
either by birth or naturalization. 

The strong feeling against; Chinese 
immigration still (!xists,and the Ocean, 
from I longkong, which arrived at this 
port with l.'iO Chinese passengers on 
the J itli ultimo, was placed in qii.Ti- 
antine, but was allowed to continue her 
voyage to Melbourne, and having put 
out the Victorian portion of her Chin 
csn at iMeltiourne, she has agoin visited 
this port.

That the whole distance to be sur 
veyed is less than twenty inile.s, and 
the work, which can bp doni' in winter, 
would not occupy an ordinary .survey 
party longer than two weeks.

Oro"wdod Off a Porry-Boat Into tho 
Water by Frightonod Sorses,

Tlio ITiarht Boforo tho Moscow Rail- 
road Esploslon. 

Ni-:w VoitK, .Inly I'O.— Hartmann, 
the Nihilist, furnishes tlie Ilerahi with 
a letter .seven columns in length, de- 
tailing tho part ho took in the attempt 
to blow up the late C'zar'a train At Jilos- 
cow. .After giving his reasons for 
joiniii.g tho Nihilist Society, he sets 
forth the ptai'ticulars of the condeinn- 
ing the CV.ar to death, and relates how 
tho plans were laid for compassing 
the end in view, from the purchtising 
of the house from the cellar of which 
the tunnei was dug, to tbe day when 
tho train was fired. Ho says : After 
having determined the shortest line to 
the railway,

\W used large steel knives for (ho 
tunneling work, and spades for throw- 
ing the earth out of tlie g.allerv into 
the vertical pit or cellar. Tito only 
other instruments we usetl were ti wa- 
ter level, two yard measures, and sever- 
al blind lanterns. In the gallery there 
was room for but one man at a time, 
who was obliged to sit in a crouching 
position, Ills feet bent under him. 
When ho had dug oiU a suflicicnt quan- 
tity of earth, he thn<w it out with a 
spade into llie vertical pit, w hei e an 
Other of our men tilled it into iron 
pails, and a third carried these out and 
emptied thetu into a dark closet, situat- 
ed at the back of the house. When

Rain OlQUd Burst, 

l)i;Nyr.ii, .-Vug. 8.- -.A Central (,'ity 
special ,savs : The most destrticcive 
tlond in the bistorv of the countrs oc- 
curreil this niorning. At 'J :30 a beas'y 
storm cloud a])peare(l, accompanied by 
almost incessant thunder and lightning. 
.About -1 o'clock the citizens were start- 
led by an almost unearthly roar tn the 
west, and almost iiisiantaneousl v a 
volume of water between four and five 
feet, high came rushing down Nevada 
and I'kireka streots, taking everybody 
by .surprise. Heavy quartz teams 
standing in the streets were overtui'n 
eil and carried down stream like feath- 
ers. Rocks weighing five and six liuii 
dred pounds were rolled along the 
streets like pebbles. Animals aiid 
everything in the track of the flood 
were Bwei)t away. In an incredibly 
short time the streets were cleared of 
jieople, everybody seeking shelter. 
During tbe flood large iiia.ssos of debris 
' were carried through tbe streets at the 
i rate of about fifteen miles an hour. The 
I whole length of the gulches, from Ne- 
I vadaville on one side and the head of 
I Kureka street cn the other, pre- 
sents to-night the most desolate 
I sceiio imaginable. The roadway is 
j entirely destroyed in places, the ruts 
I being live and si.x feet deep and ex- 
j tending for hundreils of yards. The 
eiilirii length for about throe miles is 
strewn with debris of every kind. .\t 
several points between Central anil 
Black Hawk the debris in jiiled about 
twenty-five feet higb. b'ureka street 
for a quarter of a mile is one mass of 
rocks and rtibbish. On Main street 
four feet of sand is de])osited. The 
flood was caused by a bursting rain 
cloud a little west of the city. The 
natural channel of tlio stream bceame 
dainii.ed, turning the water into the 
j streets. The only lo.ss of life known 
i at ]))-eseiiL is that of ,loc derrick, who.se 
j body was found in Bla. k Hawk. The 
j llood lasted but twenty minutes, but 
j the damage is estimated at about ^$50,- 
' 000, $20,000 of wliicli is sustained 
by the highways. A number of small 
houses were upset and washed away, 
and many resiliences and stores were 
flooded and mud and ."^and deposited 
on tho floors and in the cellars to a 
flepth of several feet. 

.Advices from Idaho Springs say 
the storm was the severest ever fel t ; 
several hou.ses in N'irginia canvon were 
carried away and a little girl drowned. 
Many of the railroad and county 
bridges were swept away, The damage 
will amount to $20,000.
